Protecting Lumumba 


LEOPOLDVILLE (UPI)—The 
Congo's Col. Joseph Mobutu said 
Wednesday the United Nations 
was preventing him from arrest- 
ing deposed Premier Patrice 
‘Lumumba, 


The colonel said: “I have 
made a strong protest to the 
U.N, for extending their protec- 
tion to the former premier. . 


“I am awaiting their reply be- 
cause I consider the Ghanaian 
troops are interfering in inter- 
nal Congolese affairs,” Mobutu 
said, 


Lumumba was in his official 
residence guarded by, Ghanaian 
troops. Unconfirmed reports said 
that Mobutu considered arrest- 
ing Liimumba Tuesday on & 
warrant issued several days ago 
by Presidé&t Joseph Kasavubu. 

The Ghanaian troops have 
been ordered to see that “no 
illegal procedures are made.” 

Presumably an arrest warrant 
signed by the president of the 
republic would have to be con- 
sidered legal by the U.N. un- 
official observers said. 

Ghanaian guards at Lumum- 
ba’s residence reported that 
Gen. Victor Lundula, deposed 
commander in chief of the Na- 
tional Congolese Army, had 
taken refuge at Lumumba’s re 


sidence Tuesday night.

Mobutu will continue to have 
a big say in the ruling of the 
Congo even though he has ap- 
pointed a council of commission- 
ers to administer the country 
until squabbling politicians can 
come to an agréement. 

“My mission will not be 
finished until the .chaos and 
are ended. I will still continue 
to see that order and security 
of the country, individuals and 
property are insured,” Mobutu 
said 


Mobutu’s caretaker council has 
the approval of Kasavubu and 
Joseph Ileo, premier of the anti- 
Lumumba Government—but not 
of Lumumba himself. 

The council is composed of 
24 students and graduates whose 
job will be to get the Congo out 
of the economic stagnation 
which rival politicians have 
plunged it in the two and a half 
months since independence. One 
of their main tasks will be to 
find work for the unemployed.

African students of Moscow 
University have sent an open 
letter to the heads of all African 
governments charging ‘“con- 
stant (racial) discrimination 
and threats” while studying in 
the Soviet Union. 

Announce their intention

Psychiatrist 
To Violence 


Dangerous effects of mass 
media—especially television— 
upon juveniles were held res- 
ponsible for a great deal of 
youthful violence in a speech 
given in Tokyo by a prominent 
U.S. psychiatrist yesterday. 

Dr. Ralph S. Banay of New 
York's Yeshiva University re- 
viewed scientific attempts to 
explain the phenomenon of 
violent behavior in youths 
throughout the world in his spe- 
cial address at the last<lay ses- 
sion of the joint meeting of the 
Japanese “Association of Correc- 
tional Medicine and the Amerti- 
can Medical Correctional Asso 
ciation. He is secretary of the 
latter. 


Banay said: 
I was testifying at the Senate 
subcommittee hearing on the 
effect of radio and television 
programs on children, and dur- 
ing that very week, we counted 
80 television murders commit- 
ted on the screen, | 

“A mother complained that 
when she turned the television 
off in the middie of a murder 
story her 13-year-old daughter 
was watching, the child ran to 
the kitchen, grabbed a knife and 
attempted to stab her,” he said. 

“Parents tell me that even 
girls ages eight to*ll are avid 
addicts of this type of program 
and if the shooting on the screen 
does not immediately end with 
murder, they cry out in great 
excitement, ‘get him, get him,’ ” 
he continued. 

“The inroads into family life 
through the media of mass com- 
munication—uncontrolled and 
uncontrollable —- counteract, if 
not destroy the intimacy and 
togetherness which was the 
solid foundation of socially ac- 
cepted behavior,” Banay said. 
The psychiatrist admitted, 
however, that none of the vari- 
ous scientific theories suffice to; 
explain the mass phenomenon 
of youth violence. He express- 
ed doubts over the commonly 
accepted psychiatric theory 
that the first five years in the 
development of the child are 
responsible for his character 
formation, “Man succeeded in 
gaining more and more know!l- 
edge of the structure of the 
universe, but still remains 
rather ignorant of his own 
nature,” he said. 

Some of the causes of youth 
violence other than the adverse 
effects of mass media are, ac- 
corniing to Banay, the great 
stress of mechanical civilization 
and the consequent keyed-u 
or “hyperadrenalized” condi- 
tion, the constitution and make- 
up of the individual offender.

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Movies in Review 


‘Sons and Lovers’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


A film based on a literary 
masterpiece usually either fails 
in ite literary interpretation or 
deliberately subordinates or sac- 
rifices the literary value to 
what it belleves to be the 
cinematic value. The new 
Anglo-American film based on 
D. H. Lawrence’s autobiograph- 
ical novel, “Sons and Lovers” 
does neither but seems to 
thrive on both values. It is 
that rare cinematic phenom- 
enon called a lit- 
erary film. 

And of all Lawrence novels, 
“Sons and Lovers,” because of 
its rhapsodic and at the same 
time intensely searching quall- 
ties, is a most difficult work to 
spell out adequately. With un- 
erring instinct and amazing as 
surance that comes out of in- 
tense self-identification, this 
British (Jack Cardiff) directed 
film substantiates Lawrence's 
novel without detracting any- 
thing from it and adding an ac- 
curate visual quality to it. 

Its entire 100-minute footage 
marvellously brings to life ail 
the basic problems and person- 
al b&ttles the novelist fought 
within himsejf—his mother’s 
demanding love, his hate-love 
relations with women, his an- 
tagonism with his coal-miner 
father. 

The film concerns that period 
of the novelist’s life, represent- 
ted by the young painter Paul 
Morel (played by an Stock- 
well) when he was trying to 
make a go of his life in the 
house of his father (Trevor 
Howard) in a small mining 
town in England until he is re- 
leased, by the death of his 
mother (Wendy Hiller), from 
all his emotional bondage to 
home, and goes to London to 


seek out his fortune there. 

Paul is the second son and 
the only one Mrs. Morel can 
turn to in her bitter relations 
with her drunken husband Al- 
bert since the first son is now 
a city boy married to a city 
girl, and the youngest one has 
been killed in a mine accident. 
In Paul’s painting talent, she 
sees a bright future and hope 
for getting out of her , hus 
band's working class which her 
snobbish heart has always de- 
spised. Wendy Hiller has been 
given a very small emotional 
range to act in-—perpetual un- 
happiness and petulance, re- 
lieved occasionally by moments 
of love and pride of her son. 
Hers is a thankless job, the 
better played, the less sympa- 
thetic it becomes. 

The best thing she does is to 
make Dean Stockwell’s Paul 
sufficiently alive. For Stock- 
well, though a smooth player, 
or perhaps for that very rea- 
son, has not enough drive in 
him to make us remember him 
by his own right. He comes to 
life only in relation to others, 
particularly to women, starting 
out with his mother. Heather 
Sears plays his first young love, 
Miriam, a simple inhibited 
daughter of a stern Calvinistic 
mother, with such delicate in- 
sight and depth as rarely found 
in such a young role. 

And Mary Ure is far more 
than a conventional temptress 
to Paul. It is his carnal rela- 
tions with this married sexual 
adventurer that give a peculiar 
distinction to this film which 
cannot be summarized or de- 
fined with such a word as pro- 
miscuity. The inimitable qual- 
ity of this amorous period of 
Paul's life entangled with the

LONDON _ (K yodo-Reuter)— 
Britain told Commonwealth Fi- 
nance Ministers meeting here 
Tuesday that in any kind of 
negotiations between the six-na- 
tion Common Market and the 
Outer Seven European Free 
Trade Association, the effect on 
the Commonwealth was the first 
of four points to be considered. 

An authoritative source said 
Edward Heath, the United 
Kingdom's Lord Privy Seal, 
reafirmed the Governments’ 
view that any negotiations must 
be looked at: 

1. In relation to their ef- 
fect on the Commonwealth. 

2. In- relation to. Britain's 
own agriculture. 

3.. In relation to the outer 
seven I (EFTA) of which Brit- 
ain is a member. 

4. In the light of the position 
with regard to political institu- 
tions. . 

Heath was review the 
problems of the Six and the 
Seven at Tuesday's session of 
the private twoday Finance 
Ministers’ conference — which 
precedes their visit to the 
Washington annual mee of 
the International Monetary 
and the World Bank. 

The European trade question 
has been an annual topic of the 
Finance Ministers meetings 
since 1956. But according to 
the sources there was greater 
interest than before particular- 
ly in view of the recent Bonn 
meeting between Harold Mac- 
millan, the United Kingdom 
Prime Minister, and Dr. Konrad 
Adenauer, West German Chan- 
cellor. 

The source said it was quite 
clear from the beginning that 
no negotiations were go on.

Earlier Tuesday the confer- 
ence—presided over by Lloyd in 
his new role of Chancellor of 
the Exchequer—reviewed world 
trade and the fortunes of the 
sterling area, of which Britain 
is banker and to which all the 
Commonwealth countries ex- 
cept Canada belong. A study 
of the position of the sterling 
balances formed part of the dis- 
cussion.

Industrial Rationalization Policy 


High degree mechanization 
and specialization of the Japa- 
nese industrial structure are re- 
cetving increased attention by 
both government and business 
and economic expe 


A previous article described 
a governmeng@tudy: this ‘deals 
with a priv. report by an ex- 
pert private research associa- 
tion (Hiromi Arizawa, chair- 
man) entitied, “ Proposal for In- 
dustrial Structure Policy.” Two 
previous studies covered “Fin- 
ancial Normalization” and 
“Trade and Exchange Liberali- 
zation.” 


The latest research proposal 
emphasizes economic rationali- 
zation calling for full-scale libe- 
ralization with the weeding out 
of the weak and misfit, indus- 
trially and competitively, and 
for the developing and nurtur- 
ing of the advantageous and 
promising industrial lines toge- 
ther with fostering of efficient 
management. 


These lines cover those show- 
ing promise of big growth, 
overseas competitive capacity 
and high degree processing. 
The targets are export expan- 
sion, economic strengthening 
and higher wages tied to effi- 
ciency and productivity. From 
this standpoint, both agricul- 
ture and mining must come up 
for reexamination. Also, it 
calls for a shift away from the 
principle of “industrial equali- 
tarianism” or balanced and 
equal treatment of industries. 


Heretofore, .the Government 
has leaned heavily on self- 
sustenance, implying quantita- 
tive growth with inadequate 
regard for qualitative improve- 
ment of the total industrial 
stucture. The existing policy 
of trade and exchange controls 
has accumulated foreign ex- 
change and promoted domestic 
growth, but at the expense of 
perpetuating inefficiency and 
capacity—by delaying liberali- 
zation of trade and exchange. 

The new policy will give pri- 
ority to machinery first of all, 
followed by metal products, 
high-grade textiles and chemi- 
cal products. The shift is from 
the light to the heavy and 
chemical and finally to the 
more specialized and high de- 
gree processing. . 

havieainiae Raising of per 
capita and over-all farm income 
is the main target.

Piling Tools 
To Be Bought 
From Russia 


OSAKA—The import of Soviet 
Russian civil engineering equip- 
ment is expected to increase 
gradually as leading importers 
here show a growing interest 
in Russian-made pile hammers 
and drilling machines. 


The Toyo Menka Co. has sign- 
ed its first contract with the 
viet's Machinery Export Corpo- 
ration for the import of 30 vib- 
ration pile hammers. Delivery 
will be made in the next five 
months, 


This company says the im- 
ports may witness a further in- 
crease if the field tests of the 
machines prove successful. 

The reports reaching here in- 
dicate that both the Soviet 
Union and West Germany are 
most advanced in the area of 
the vibration-type -pile ham- 
mers. But West Germany so 
far has refused to export the 
hammers. 

Toyo Menka has in appli- 
ed the International e and 
Industry Ministry for the im- 
port of diesel pile hammers and 
tunnel drilling machines. The 
amount of the imports desired 
was not disclosed. 

For sampling purposes, the

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Labor-Shortage 
Economy Seen for 
Japan in 20 Years 


NEW YORK (AP)—The 
quarterly magazine Foreign Af- 
fairs says in its latest issue that 
Japan is undergoing a “far- 
reaching and rapid process of 
transformation, both economic 
and social.” 
An analysis written by Sabu- 
ro Okita, director of the Plam- 
ning Bureau of the Japanese 
Government's Economic Plan- 
nin 
study predicts a change in the 
next 20 years from a labor-» 
surplus economy to a labor 
shortage economy. 
“There are already some 
signs of a labor shortage and 
indications that Japan is mov-+ 
ing toward a full-employment 
economy,” he said in the 
privately published magazine. 
“With the expanding national 
Income, living standards are 
also rising rapidly,” he said. 
“The average real wage of work- 
ers has been rising 4 to 5 per 
cent annually in recent years 
and this trend is likely to con 
tinue. There are, however, prob- 
lems related to income distri- 
bution, such as the relatively 
low p# received by university 
professors, Government employ-| 
es, and other intellectual groups; 
the still conspicuous wage gap 
between large and small enter- 
and the low incomes 
found in agriculture, fishing, 
mining and small industries. 
“There are also stresses and 
strains arising from the process 
of rapid economic change itself 
and from the time lag in social 
and political adjustments to the 
new economic conditions. 
“However, in view of the fact 
that the free economic system, 
based upon private initiative, 
seems to be functioning effici- 
ency, and further. improvement 
in living standards and condi- 
tions of employment is in pros- 
pect, there. is every reason to 
expect—despite apparent politi- 
cal and social instability—that 
Japan will continue to develop 
within a free and stable social 
and political system.”

‘Crown Prince Akihito and Crown Princess Michiko will 
leave today for a visit to the United States. An American 
invitation has been extended to them in connection with 
the centennial of Japan-U.S. relations and the young couple 
will take with them a multitude of good wishes from the 
Japanese people both for themselves and their American 


hosts. 


"They have not been largely in the limelight since the 

joyful oceasion of their wedding delighted the nation but 
their obvious domestic happiness has made a deep im- 
pression, and the birth of a Prince has ensured a 
continuation of Japan’s ancient Imperial dynasty. We 
feel sure that Japan’s pleasure over this opportunity 
afforded them to visit the United States will be shared 
by the American people who will be glad to see with 
their own eyes the royal pair about whom they have 
learned a good deal through picture and story. 


The decision of the Princess to wear Japanese dress 
during her visit is a pretty gesture and the reasons she 


has given for this decision do her credit.

Increased A-A Bloc Strength Puts J apan in Delicate Position 


With the current 15th Gen- 
eral Assembly, the U.N. in its 
15th year enters a new era, 


This is because of the new 
lineup in the membership 
which is to receive during the 
current session an addition of 
probably 17 new members. 


Admission of 15 such mem- 
bers was recommended to the 
General Assembly by a resolu- 
tion of the Security Council 
prior to the session. They are: 
Cameroon, Gaben, Chad, Congo 
(formerly Beigian), Congo (for- 
merly French), Cyprus, Daho- 
mey, Ivory Coast, Malagasy, 
Mali, Niger, Togo, Upper Volta 
and Somalia. All of them ex- 
cept Cyprus are in Africa. 


With these additions, the U.N. 
membership will rise to 97, but 
this is not all. 


Nigeria, another African 
state, is expected to join the 
U.N. following its scheduled in- 
dependence on Oct. 1, possibly 
to be followed by Mauritania. 

What this means is obvious: a 
sudden increment in the num- 
ber of the socalled A-A bloc 
votes in the General Assembly. 

How Weight Changed , 

How thelr relative weight 
has. changed during the years 
since the U.N. inception may 
be illustrated by the following 
table:

tables, the African states in the 
U.N. will constitute the largest 
single regional bloc. When 
this is combined with the Asian 
bloc, the total strength would 
be 43 votes or 10 more than 
33, the necessary number of 
votes to veto any General As- 
sembly motion. 


And the African representa- 
tion in the U.N. is to continue 
to increase even beyond this 
year. By 1965 at the latest, 
Africa, with 30 or more seats 
in the total membership of 
about 105, will need only a few 
extra votes to bloc any motion 
by itself. 


Certain Requirements 

Such statistical: considerations 
as these nowadays seem to 
overshadow the question of 
whether or not a potential 
member state is qualified. The 
question seemed to have been 
important so far only in rela- 
tion to the former Axis powers 
and Communist China. 


According to the U.N. 
charter, however, there are cer- 
tain requirements a member-to- 
be must fulfill. That is, it 
must (1) be a State, (2) be 
peace-loving, (3) accept the 
obligations of a member, as 
contained in the charter, and 
(4) be able and willing to 
carry out these obligations, 

When pertinent facts are ex- 
amined, it becomes patent that 
not all the newly independent 
states meet these requirements. 
A state is not really a state 
when there is no central gov- 
ernment in effective control of 
its territory. And if such a 
state is not capable of main- 
taining peace and order within 
its own boundaries, it is doubt- 
ful if it is able, even though it 
may be willing, to carry out 
— obligations of a U.N. mem-

barely toddiled out of the cradle 
would raise many new difficul- 
ties % the UN. even aside 
from their voting pattern. 


Because in the General As- 
sembly each member has one 
vote, the collective will of a 
number of member g¢tates, to- 
tally inexperienced in the af- 
faira of the world though per- 
ae overly endowed with ideal- 
is fervor, is not likely to 
have a decisive influence on 
the U.N. which is always de 
sirable for the whole world. 

Some have even s ted 
that membership qualification 
should be “peace-loving” and 
“mature” states. 

In this sense, the so-called 
Western bloc, led by the United 
States, is headed for hard sail- 
ing in the current session, 
which is to deal with many a 
delicate issue. 

During the last General As- 
sembly of 1959, the West found 
it impossible to muster the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority to 
have approved the resolutions 
on the cold war situation it 
desired. 

What the West can best hope 
for, therefore, is that the A-A 
bloc does not, as its past record 
shows, always act as a single 
unit in voting. In the mean- 
time, it can endeavor to win 
the support of some of the 
African or Asian nations which 
are now neutralist in their pos- 
ture. 


Japan as Moderator 


Another possibility which 
might prevent the A-A nations 
from acting as one is that its 
members may find their own 
national interest so varied that 
they could not vote collectively 
on all issues. 

On the other hand, a con- 
structive way of viewing the 
development is that when these 
smaller and inexperienced na- 
tions increase their group 
strength in the U.N., they will 
no longer feel .really “inferior” 
to the socalled Big Powers. 
Their cry of “Western coloni- 
alism,” for Instance, even if it 
were raised, would. not have 


the force of plausibility. 

And in this new era of the 
U.N., how is Japan, an Asia na- 
tion, Closely allied with the 
West, going to act? 

In general, Japan’s policy has 
been to play, while acting as 
& member of the A-A bloc, the 
role of a moderator between 
the bloc members and the West. 


Sides With West j 


This has been the case, dur- 
ing the 1959 General Assembly 
session, with regard to such is- 
sues as nuclear test ban, 
French nuclear test in the 
Sahara, and the issue of amend- 
ing the U.N. Charter for in- 
creasing members of principal 
U.N. organs (to be in accord 
with the increased member- 
ship). 


As for issues regarding the 
cold war, Japan's licy is to 
side with the est, but, 
regarding the newly develop- 
ing nations, it is to be that of 
“anticolonialism.” 

There are ticklish problems, 
however, which do not permit 
Japan to take a clear-cut stand 
on one side or the other. The 
West Irian and Algerian prob- 
lems are examples. 


With the enila African, 
Le. “anticolonial,” representa- 
tion in the U.N., Japan's posi-’ 


tion in relation to the A-A bloc 
and the West is likely to be- 
come increasingly more dif- 
ficuk. And it will be one of 
the touching stones for the for- 
eign policy of the Ikeda 
Cabinet.

Bank of Japan Law 

The Financial System Investi- 
gation Council, a Government 
advisory organ, has made a re- 
commendation to Finance Minis- 
ter Mikio Mizuta on revision of 
the existing Bank of Japan Law. 
It is regrettable that the coun- 
cil failed to reach a definite con- 
clusion on the controversial is- 
sue of the bank’s neutrality. 
The expression that neutrality 
of a “relative” nature was re- 
quired on the part of the bank 
sufficed to show that council 
members are not agreed on the 
matter.

Frederick Henry Boland never 
declines a fight. He has had a 
number of rousers in his 31 
years as a diplomat and can look 
forward to more as Communist- 
opposed president of U.N. Gen- 

eral Assembly's 15th session. 

A serious student with deep 
love for classical literature, Bo- 
land’s extensive education in- 
cluded postgraduate stints as a 
Rockefeller research fellow at 
three American universities— 
Harvard, Chicago and North 
Carolina. His basic work was 
done in Ireland, where he receiv- 
ed a law degree. 

He joined Ireland’s depart- 
ment of external affairs in 1929 
as a young man of 25. Within 
four years he had climbed the 
ranks from third _— secretary 
to first secretary of the legation 
in Paris. His long career 
stretched through the League of 
Nations, ill-fated predecessor of 
the United Nations, and he rep- 
resented Ireland at many key 
international conferences. 

From 1950 through 1956, the 
Boland served as his 
country’s ambassador to Lon- 


don. He came to the United 
Nations as nent head of 
a. Irish de tion in October 
1956. 


He immediately won a reputa- 
tion among delegates at the 
world body as a moderator. 
This talent for making angry 
people smile never served the 
Irishman so well as his tenure 
in 1958 as chairman of the 
Trusteeship Committee, a job 
which brought him into close 
proximity with the stormy prob- 
lems of African independence. 

A favorite story about Boland’s 
work on this committee concerns 
a particularly tense session 
when the white supremacist 
union of South Africa appeared 
about ready to Walk out under 
the relentiess prodding of its 
dark continent neighbors. Bo- 
land waited until just before 
the South Africans were ready 
to jump their seats, and then 
called a 10-minute adjournment. 
The South Africans didn’t re- 
turn, but neither could it be gaid 
that the record of the trustee- 
ship committee had been mar- 
red by a delegation walkout. 

Born in Dublin on Jan. 11, 
1904, Boland is married and has 
one son and four daughters. His 
wife, the former Frances Kelly, 
is a painter. 

Boland holds the honorary 
decorations of Knight Com- 
mander of St. Gregory and 
Sweden's Grand Cross of the 
order of the Northern Star.
